The pay- 
uuent of interest in both years was largely 
increased by funding operations, which 
involved payment of interest on two sets 
of bonds representing the same indebt- 
‘edness, for periods of time approxima- 
ting threemonths. The interest charged 
on the 50th of June, as the debt then 
stond, was $79,213,981. Since then it has 
been reduced $1,294,348, by purchases of 
bonds, and is now $77,919,6333. It 
will be reduced to $74,000,000, probably, 
by the end of the current fiscal vear. 

These results are largely due to legisla-
